He Is a gradnate of Amkerst Collaga and kla range of axparlence covera 
most everything from City CoaasUmaa and Mayor to Oovamor of tke graat 
state of Mass. He is noted for being a man of few words. In eonego he was 
dubbed "Silent Cal Coolldge, " yet he la said to possess splendid powers of 
oratory, or rather of argument. He is a student, a deep thinker, strong on 
action and rather independent by nature A man sufficiently proportioned 
to serve the Nation as Ita chief executive. In his first race for Governor 
hla' majority was only I7.««0 and as a candldata for ra-slsattoa It was ia5,« 
000 and the largaat vote ever cast In Masaachusetta.

Islaada. 

For aome years the belief has 
been gaining ground that leprosy 
could be cured, and encouraging 
progress was made by several Inves- 
tigators. The .si,>iiiM»; point for thix 
Study was the ob.siTvalion that now 
and then the courHe of tbe disease 
appeared to be favorable Influenced 
by treatmaat with ehaalmoegra oil. 
The treatment, however, was at- 
tended with many difncultle» and 
could not bo curried out In all eases. 
At this iioint the rulilic Health 
Service eullHted the co-operation of 
Prof. L. £, Dean, bead of tbe chem- 
ical department ot the Collage ot 
Hawaii, aad president ot that In- 
stitution, auggesting that attempts 
be made either to iaolate the active 
Constituent ot this drug, or devliie 
means for making itx conilniied ,ul 
minisi ration feasible. Tbu lutlcr 
haH been ai'conipllHhed by preparing 
What Is known aa as "ethyl eater"
